In the early dawn, the red lights at 


the switch and the target were hardly 
discernable, and it is a question 
whether either the anglneer or flremafe 
of the passenger looked for them, se- 
cure in their knowledge that week In 
and week out they had swept over the 
same ground without hindrance 
Like 


a flash of lightning, therefcWe, the 
train took the siding, and almost be- 
fore the engineer and fireman realized 
that they had. missed the main track 
they had crashed into the waiting 
freight. A second later and the air 
was filled with shrieks, groans, moan! 
and piteous appeals for help and as- 
sistance 


The passenger train consisted of a 


baggage car, three ordinary coaches 
and two sleepers. The force of the 
collision was such that *only the rear 
sleeper escaped injury. The locomo- 
tive of the freight was driven half way 
into the meat ear It its rear. The bag- 
gage car of the passenger train v 
thrown to one side, whU» the passen- 
ger aoacb.es partially telescoped onoh 
other and the third, a Grand Trunk 
coach, cut into the sleeper car "Kan- 
sas," carrying away the smoking com 
pertinent and sections one and two as 
elean as though they had been trimmed 
with a razor-edged axe 
The two for- 


ward eoaches were completely wrecked 
and the occupants burled in the de- 
bris. 


Awakened by the shook of the ooJ- 


llalon, the sleepers in tha roar palaae 
ear poured out -without waiting to don 


their clothes discarded the night be* 
fore, and aided by the trainmen and 
those of the passengers that had 
escaped Injury, Bat themselves to the 
task of rescuing: and aiding the In- 
jured. 


In the meantime the residents of the 


farm houses adjacent to the track had 
been awakened, and men and women, 
boys and girla hurried to the scene and 
lent what assistance they could 
Most 


of the dead and Injured were in the 
two forward day coaches, and them 
were so completely wrecked that the 
work of extricating the dead and dy- 
ing was a comparatively easy one. 
One after another the lifeless were 
brought out of the heap of timber and 
placed in a row on tire west side of the 
track, while the injured wore carried 
to the meadow on the cast side and 
oared for by the villagers, who minis- 
tered to their sufferings and alleviated 
their pains as well as the facilities at 
hand would permit 


In tike meantime news of the catas- 


trophe had been wired to La Porte, 
Westville, Union Mills, Michigan City 
and other points within a radius of a 
score of miles, and within a compara- 
tively short time scores of buggies, wa- 
gons and vehicles of every description 
were at the scene 
In these the In- 


jured were conveyed to the farm 
houses and residences of the neighbor- 
hood, the doors of which were thrown 
wide open by the occupants, the latter 
devoting themselves to the temporary 
relief of the sufferers pending the ar- 
rival of medical assistance 


One of the first to be taken away 


was Mrs. Roony, of Iowa, who escaped 
injury, but was prostrated by the 
shock of the collision. She was taken 
to the residence of H P. Ellsworth, 
and upon being restored to conscious- 
ness plantlvelv inquired for 'her hus- 
band who had been seated by her side 
when the trains came together From 
the description she gave of her life's 
partner his remains were identified 
among the row of the dead and when 
the fact was gently communicated 
to her, she begged that the lifeless re- 
mains should be brought at once to

It is the custom in tbe British army 


that whenever one regiment ia trans- 
ferred from one colony to another pris- 
oners who may be In Jail are handed 
over to the outgoing corps and continue 
their sentences at the new statloa In 
one case one of these jail birds made up 
hie mind that he would not leave the 
colony 


Private Johnson was one of the smart- 


est men in the corps, and furthermore 
he was an excellent (proom and almost a 
"cordon bleu." lie had one sad falling. 
He was a thief. His peculations had, 
however, been generally small, aud ho 
had escaped serious punishment One 
night a large store in the town was 
broken into and a considerable amount 
of money stolen. It was conclusively 
proved that Johnson was the thief and 
ho was sent to JalL When the regi- 
ment was leaving the colony Johnson, 
with some other soldier prisoners, was 
to be handed over according to custom. 
When, however, his cell was visited it 
was empty and there was not a sign of 
JohnBonnnywhere. A search was made 
In every direction, and at last a pris- 
oner pointed to a cocoanut tree which 
grew in the middle of the prison yard, 
and there, comfortably seated among 
the tuft of leaves, was Johnson. The 
warden at first tried to get the man 
down by quiet persuasion, then he 
threatened, then stormed and swore.

my bead, they said: 'Hold up your 
hands!' I was taken completely by sur- 
prise and stepped back without comply- 
ing witb the demand. The toll man 
gruffly called ont: 'None ot that, or I'll 
shoot yon.' Then I stopped and lifted 
my bands to the level ot my bead, while 
one of the robbers went through me. I 
had my light overcoat buttoned up, and 
wore a silk muffler over my shirt front. 
One of the men was taller than the other, 
and the toll man I judged hod on a 
Scotch suit. Both were in dark clothes 
ond each wore a slouch bat drown down 
over the eyes. The short man nfled my 
pockets, while the other kept his revolver 
pointed ot my hood. Onoe I thought I 
would fight it out, but as I looked at the 
toll man I sow the gun kept steadily at 
my head and I concluded it would be 
better to submit. I had no weapon. The 
short man first felt of my overcoat pock- 
eta, then unbuttoned the coat quickly 
and tore away the muffler, presumably 
looking for diamond studs which I do 
not possess. Then he felt of my vest 
packets and ran his hands into the 
pockets of my pantaloons. 
I had 


81.90 in silver in one ot my vest 
pockets, and as the robber polled 
bis hand ont of my trousers' pocket he 
brushed against the silver in the vest 
pocket, making it click. 
Then he said: 


'You're the man we have been looking 
fort. He took the money. I hod left my 
watch at home. 
Then I was ordered to

perhaps the fellows would shoot me as I 
moved away. I cannot properly describe 
my feelings at tbat moment. 
I walked 


off, fearing to look asoand. 
As I got 


farther away I walked faster and finally 
broke into a run. I was afraid to cry ont 
tor help. 
There was no one in sight on 


the street. I looked bock onee, just in 
time to see the two men running west, 
disappearing at College street, going 
north over the nocund. I continued on 
my way east to Fred Norman's residence, 
when I briefly related what had hap- 
pened, ond had Mr. Norman telephone 
the facts to the police. 
In a short time 


I went out on West William street again, 
kept my engagement, ond attended the 
dancing party. It was uo dark at the place 
where I was robbed that I was unable 
to get a good description ot the two men. 
I do not think I would recognize the 
men it I were in meet them."
